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MOSCOW. - U.S. Secretary of 
State’ George Shultz and Soviet 
Foreign Minister Eduard Shevard- 
oadze huddlcd for nearly eight hours 
yesterday, preparing an agenda for 
thismcmth's superpower summit. 

Shultz arrived with a letter from 
President Reagan to Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev, but its contents 
.were not made public. 

Shultz is scheduled to meet with 
Gorbachev today, to be joined after- 
“ warfiry officials from both sides. 

In Brussels, meanwhile, Nato 
sources said that the U.S. has 
offered a. concession in negotiations 
on medium-range nuclear miss iles 
which could leave the Soviet Union 
with an effective advantage in war- 
heads ip Europe. 

They- ;said the U.S. proposal 
tabled in Geneva last Friday could 
allow Moscow in practice to retain 
more, nuclear warheads than 
Washington in Europe as well us a 
large unmatched SS-20 missile force 
in Asia. 

The Soviet Union would have to 
accept the principle of equal global 
and European limits on medium- 
range missile warheads and laun- 
chers, but the U.S. would refrain 
from enforcing these rights in prac- 
tice, they said. 

A senior U.S. official said the 
proposal would restrict each side to 
140. launchers within range of 
Europe: American sources said this 
was not intended to signal a readi- 


ness to accept lower than equal de- 
ployments in the European theatre. 

But Nato experts said the launcher 
limit would probably yield a Soviet 
advantage because of the different 
number of warheads carried by 
Soviet and U.S. weapons systems. 
Moscow's SS-20 missile carries three 
while American Pershing-2 missiles 
carry one and cruise missile laun- 
chers fire four warheads. 

Shultz said in a brief airport arrival 
statement that recent discussions 
with Shevardnadze in the U.S. were 
“candid and productive." Shevard- 
nadze, who met the secretary, did 
not maJfe any remarks at the airport. 

Reagan has said he intends to 
bring up regional conflicts like 
Afghanistan.' Nicaragua, Angola, 
Ethiopia and Kampuchea at the 
summit in Geneva. The Soviets have 
complained about his listing of the 
five countries, in which the Soviet 
Union is involved either directly or 
through proxy. 

They have said the Middle East 
and the situation in sc - j them Africa 
should not be ignored. 

In Stockholm, the Conference on 
Disarmament in Europe resumes to- 
day with many delegates optimistic 
that tbis month's summit may pro- 
vide the impetus for a breakthrough. 

The 35-nation talks are expected 
to be one of the items on the agenda 
when Reagan and Gorbachev meet.

2,000 back bill 
against racism 
at Knesset rally

The enthusiasm and rhetoric were 
more impressive than the numbers 
as an estimated 2,000 demonstrators 
rallied outside the Knesset last night 
in favour of a bill against racism. 

Kach leader MK Meir Kahane 
came out of the building to hurl 
abuse at Jerusalem Mayor Teddy 
Kollek. the first politician to call for 
an anti-racist law. 

The Committee Against Racism, 
founded by Mike Levin, a son of one 
of the founding members of Herut, 
organized the demonstration which 
was dominated by members of the 
major youth movements. 

Promises that Likud MKs.-as well 
as die well-known parliamentarians 
of the left, would show up were not 
kept, 

Kollek's speech drew the most 
applause, especially when he 
shouted back at Kahane - whose 
name was not mentioned by the 
demonstrators. 

But Kollek’s rhetoric could not 
compare to that of Prof. Moshe 
Herr. 

A religious man, he spoke of rac- 
ism “as a sign of a society in de- 
terioration,” and then went on to

The Knesset House Committee 
agreed unanimously yesterday to 
carry on preparing an amendment to 
die House Rules which would pre- 
vent Kach MK Meir Kahane or any- 
one else from tabling racist or discri- 
minatory legislation. 

Knesset Speaker Shlomo HHlel, 
wbo appeared at yesterday's session 
of the .House Committee, said he 
had consumed with Attorney- 
General Yitzhak Zamir on a draft 
aroendjiicul giv^g the Speaker and 
his deputies (a body loosely called 
the presidium) powers to disqualify 
private members* bills which are 
“racist in content." 

Once the House Committee 
approves a draft of the amendment 
to the House Rules, it has to be 
approved by a plenum vote. 

Kahane would then be denied re- 
course to the High Court for another 
appeal against rulings of the pres- 
idium as be successfully did during 
the summer parliamentary recess. 


The High Court found that the 
House Rules did not give anybody 
the powers to disqualify a private 
member's bill regardless of content 
or however abhorrent it might be. 
However, the High Court added, the 
House Rules can always be 
amended. 

The High Court said that the two 
Kahane bills “arouse frightful 
memories and are calculated to im- 
pair the democratic character of the 
State of Israel." 

During the discussion Michael 
Eitan (Likud) said Kahane's cam- 
paign has nothing to do with the 
national struggle to realize Zionist 
goals but represents “lunatic racist 
hate against all non-Jews including 
those who are sympathetic to 
Israel." 

Yosef Sarid (Citizen's Rights 
Movement) and Haim Ramon 
(Alignment) urged the House Com- 
mittee to shelve all other business 
and to give legislative action against 
Kahane’s bills top priority. 


Stock Exchange prices take dive

TEL AVIV. - Share prices plunged on the stock 
exchange yesterday in the worst single bout of selling 
seen this year. The fails encompassed even the normally 
stable bank shares included in the Treasury “arrange- 
ment." Bond prices were also weaker. 

The prices of 330 issues' fell, 156 by 5 percent or more. 
Ninety-five were marked “sellers only” since no buyers 
could be found even at prices as much as 10 per cent 
below Sunday's levels. A mere 14 issues rose, while 61 
were unchanged. 

The Genera] Share Index fell 3.2 per cent helped by 
the restrained fall of the “arrangement” group which lost 
only 2 per cent. The non-bank index, which covers the 
free share market, slumped by almost 6 per cent, and 


individual sectors, such as real estate and investment 
companies, saw almost 7 percent of their value wiped out 
in one trading session. 

Analysts believe the main factor underlying the shaip 
falls, which began on Sunday and worsened yesterday, is 
the steady stream of very poor results being announced 
by quoted companies. . The expectation in financial 
circles is that more bankruptcies and liquidations are to 
be expected, in view of the very tight money policy being 
implemented by the Bank of Israel. 

Traders yesterday spoke of large selling orders stem- 
ming from the liquidation of a single portfolio, allegedly 
by one of the banks. 

In the gloomy atmosphere prevailing on the exchange, 
this rumour was enough to spark off selling from almost 
every quarter. (Market Comment page 7)

“They want us to know he is alive, 
that's quite dear she -said. 

Bonner told the family that late 
tbis month she would leave for 
Siena, Italy, where she would under- 
go an operation on her eyes, and 
then travel to the U.S. when she has 
recovered. 

The family said - it was not clear 
whether she would seek treatment 
for a heart ailment in the U.S. A 
conversation was planned between 
the family on November 18 to discuss 
the travel plans.

Arafat denies 
making pledge 
to halt terror 


Shortly before arriving in 
Cairo yesterday for talks with 
President Mubarak. PLO leader 
Yasser Arafat was reported to 
have denied pledging to Jordan's 
King Hussein that he will not 
authorize terrorist attacks out- 
side Israel and the territories. 

At the same time Mubarak's top 
aide Osama El-Baz talked of a “cer- 
tain adjustment” in Egyptian policy, 
and the Egyptian president received 
Algerian and Tunisian envoys to 
discuss the PLO's role in Middle 
East negotiations. 

London’s weekly Obsener re- 
ported on Sunday that Arafat made 
his pledge in the course of his talks 
with the Jordanian monarch last 
week in Amman. 

The Kuwait news agency. Kuna, 
said yesterday Arafat told Palesti- 
nians in the United Arab Emirates 
late Sunday that he bad made no 
such pledge. Arafat also denied that 
he agreed to another proposal from 
Hussein to maintain a “diplomatic 
silence" on the PLO's attitude to UN 
Security Council resolution 242. 


which recognizes Israel's right to 
exist. 

Arafat was quoted by the agency 
as saying that Hussein “did not make 
any specific demands from the PLO 
on that score.” 

El-Baz is quoted by the daily El- 
Gotnhuriya in today's edition as 
saying that Egyptian officials will 
express to Arafat “our viewpoint 
about differentiating between the 
right of the Palestinian people living 
in occupied territory to fight that 
occupation and between terrorist 
acts that take place outside the occu- 
pied land.” 

El-Baz also said that Egypt is in 
contact with the U.S.. the Soviet 
Union. European and Arab coun- 
tries to stress the need to support the 
PLO and to warn against the dangers 
of trying to undermine the organiza- 
tion.

Doctors’ walk-out ends 
as ministers squabble

Some 3,000 striking Kupat Holim 
Clalit doctors and the health fund's 
main Beilinson Hospital in Petah 
Tikva went back to work at noon 
yesterday following a walkout over 
late salaries and planned cutbacks. 
But as they returned. Health Minis- 
ter Mordechai Gur and Finance 
Minister Yitzhak Moda'i were accus- 
ing each other of responsibility for 
the crisis. 

The return to work followed the 
management's announcement that 
October wages had been paid into the 
doctors’ bank accounts, just a few 
hours after the strikers' 8 a.m. ulti- 
matum. 

While the doctors' walkout ended 
before any significant impact could 
be felt. Beilinson's 36-hour strike 
resulted in considerable inconveni- 
ence to patients. Only emergency 
cases were treated, with all outpa- 


tient clinics closed except for cancer, 
diabetes and dialysis units. 

The planned economy moves that 
touched off the strike at Beilinson, 
and the late payment of doctors’ 
salaries that threatened an even 
more serious strike, are two more 
symptoms of the health syste'm's 
financial paralysis. 

Gur and Moda'i yesterday 
traded accusations of responsibility 
for the crisis. Gur accused Moda'i of 
delaying the transfer of approved 
government funds to the health sys- 
tem. for the express purpose of 
harming the Histadrut's health fund. 

“I cannot explain the delay other- 
wise," Gur told reporters. 

Moda'i said the only way he can 
account for the recurrent crises in 
the health system is by attributing 
them to “the mismanagement of 
funds by the Health Ministry.” Mod- 
a’i declined Gur’s request for an

Israelis won’t testify in Egypt

The three Israelis invited by Egypt 
to testify tomorrow at Nueiba about 
the slaying of seven Israelis at Ras 
Burka on October 5, have refused 
the request, saying they cannot bear 
the trauma of revisiting the sire. 

“I’m willing to go to Taba. but I’U 
stay on the Israeli side of the bor- 
der,” said Sarah Baum. She was 
asked to testify with her son Ehud 
and Gera Korea, a lawyer friend 
who had driven her and her two 
wounded sons south to Nueiba for 
first aid. 

Baum said she was not in any case 
on the hill at the time of the shoot- 
ings by the Egyptian soldier. 


Baum added (hut on the evening 
of the shootings she had signed 
several forms in Arabic in an attempt 
to cut the red tape and hurry up the 
evacuation, while her son .Amir lay 
bleeding to death. She said she did 
not know what she had signed "and 
would have signed anything just to 
get things moving." 

Baum was also upset that she 
had found out about the Egyptian 
invitation through media reports. In 
the Foreign Ministry yesterday, offi- 
cials said they had tried to contact 
her but were unsuccessful. 

President Herzog yesterday had a 
private conversation with Sarah 
Baum’s husband Reuven. No details 
were given on the meeting. 


Sicilian wine-makers jailed 
for adding sugar, colouring 


PALERMO, Sicily (Reuter). - A 
Palermo court yesterday fined eight 
people convicted of adulterating 
wine up to S57 million each and 
sentenced them to prison terms of 
between one year and four years. 

The fines dwarfed the value of the 
wine they adulterated, said in court 
to be $17 million. 

The eight were found guilty of 
fraud and of adding sugar and col- 
ouring to nine, but were cleared of 
criminal conspiracy. The offences 
took place in 1981 and 1982 at cellars 
near Palermo owned by the agri- 
cultural company Enosi cilia S.R.L. 


Alberto Salvo, chairman of Enosi- 
cilia and a former president of the 
European Federation of Wine 
Cooperatives, belongs to a landown- 
ing family being investigated for 
alleged Mafia links.

Herzog: U.S. Jewry a Zionist failure

The indifferent response by 
American Jewry to the establish- 
ment of the state - in terms of the 
number of immigrants who settled 
here - may weTl be recorded in 
history as "one of the greatest fai- 
lures of Zionism.” President Chaim 
Herzog said yesterday. 

Herzog was speaking at a Beit 
Hanassi reception marking Aliya 
Dav. which usuallv coincides with 


the issuance of the Balfour Declara- 
tion by Britain (November 2). The 
event was attended by several dozen 
representatives of immigrant asso- 
ciations whose origins ranced from 
Ethiopia. Bokhara. Turkey and the 
Soviet Union to Holland. South 
Africa. Britain and the U.S. 

The president said he was afraid 
that history's judgment of North 
American aliya would be harsh, in 
quantitative terms. ”1 hope it's not 
too late to change that verdict." 
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TEL AVIV tltim). - A man jailed 
yesterday for nine years for commit-

Knesset body weighs police, warders’ pay

A special Knesset sub-committee 
handling pay issues for police and 
prisons service staff complained 
yesterday that the government had 
clone nothing about the pay in- 
creases it recommended nine 
months ago. 

This was after the sub-committee, 
chaired by Jacques Amir t Align- 
ment) heard Police Inspector- 
general David Kraus testify to the 
effect on the force of policemen’s 
shrinking pay. 

In a series of statements ihe sub- 
committee said: 

e Staff of the police ard prisons 
service should be paid the same 9 per 
cent increment given recently to IDF 


personnel, retroactively. 

® The staff should also get the 8 
per cent civil -service supplement 
paid out in September and October 
1984. 

® Ail pay grades below Grade 14- in 
the police and prisons service should 
be abolished, since they have 
already been abolished elsewhere in 
the civil service and are due to be 
abolished in the IDF. 

* The finance minister is enjoined 
to implement all the above recom- 
mendations forthwith to head off 
ferment among staff 2 nd their fami- 
lies. to avoid impairing the function- 
ing of the two bodies, and to pre- 
serve staff morale, work ethic, and 
integrity. 


Bomb blasts in Haifa and Ashkelon

HAIFA. - A small bomb exploded 
opposite the railway station in down- 
town Haifa yesterday morning- No- 
body was injured and no damage was 
caused.

Sappers 
checked for other bombs especially 
in the Turkish market, where a 
bomb went off recently, slightly in- 
juring seven people.

No 
one was injured and no damage was 
caused. 


No stoppage of dialysis at Hillel Jaffe

The director of Hadera's Hillel 
Jaffe Hospital lost night categorical- 
ly dented a press report That 24 
kidney patients had gone without 
dialysis yesterday after the hospital’s 
supply of medication was stopped 
due ti< debt. 

"The report is asolutely untrue 
and an insult to the ethical standards 
of the hospital.” Dr. Nissim Shaul 
told The Jerusalem: Post. "It is for- 
bidden for us to do such a thing, 
which is a matter of life or death for 
the patients.” 

Shaul said the hospital’s total debt 
amounts to some IS900 million. 
ISlUOm. of which is owed Travenol. 
the country’s sole manufacturer of 
dialysis solutions and other infusion 


equipment. "Travenol has been 
pressing us for several weeks to pay 
our debt, which at the moment we 
cannot do. But I spoke with 
Travenol and persuaded them to 
continue supplying us despite the 
debt." said Shaul. 

Noting that the Treasury transfer- 
red some IS3.3 billion to the Health 
Ministry yesterday. Shaul said he 
hopes some of this money will filter 
down to Hillel Jaffe.

Trips abroad 

A total of4.S25 trips abroad were 
made by the almost 70.UC0 em- 
ployees of government companies in 
1984. Deputy Finance Minister 
Adiel Amorai said yesterday. 

Replying to a parliamentary' ques- 
tion by Uriel Lynn ( Likud-Liberals). 
he said the greatest numberof trips- 
2.822 - was in connection with sales, 
while 1.25b trips involved the purch- 
ase and maintenance of equipment, 
research and development projects 
and the like. 

There were o90 trips for advanced 
study, and 57 for participation in 
congresses and fairs, Amorai said. 

Prolektzia for vintners? 

Deputy Finance Minister Adiel 
Amorai confirmed yesterday that 
the government had agreed to give 
loans to the country's vintners totall- 
ing S4.93 million this year and next. 

Replying to a parliamentary ques- 
tion by Ran Cohen (Citizens Rights 
Movement). Amorai said the vint- 
ners were undergoing a crisis, and 
that the loans had been granted 
under a recovery plan presented by 
them and approved by the Ministries 
of Industry and Finance, 

In a supplementary question. 
Cohen asked whether the almost 


$5m. for the vintners was not too 
much considering this had come out 
of a total of S20m. allocated for 
agriculture as a whole. And. Cohen 
asked, hadn't former agriculture 
minister Pessah Grupper used his 
connections to get this large sum for 
his friends? 

Amorai refused to answer on the 
grounds that these were new ques- 
tions and did not stem from his reply. 
He advised Cohen to submit a new 
parliamentary question. Cohen’s 
original question was submitted on 
July 3. 

Collective agreements 

The Knesset yesterday passed on 
its first reading an amendment to the 
Collective Agreements Law dealing 
with the rights of workers paid on the 
basis of "extension orders" and who 
for the most part arc employed in 
small, unorganized places of work. 

At present, when an extension 
order is issued, applying wage in- 
creases in collective agreements to 
such workers, they may not be re- 
troactive for more than three 
months. 

Katsav said that since the in- 
creases in the collective agreements 
are themselves often retroactive, the 
three-month limitation is unfair. The 
bill increases the permitted retroac- 
tivitv to five momhs. 
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Syrian ultiinatiiin on 




BEIRUT (AP). - Syrian leaders, 
showing growing impatience with 
Lebanon's fractious politicians, 
were reported yesterday to have 
given them one week to approve a 
peace treaty negotiated by the coun- 
try's strongest militias to end 10 
years of civil war. 

The Syrian-sponsored treaty, 
which had been expected to be 
signed on Sunday, ran into last- 
minute snags from leaders of Leba- 
non's economically powerful Sunni 
Moslems who did not take part in the 
negotiations. 

The draft treaty was said to have 
already been approved by leaders of 
Lebanon’s Shi’ite Moslem Amai 


militia, the Druse-dominated Proe* 
ressive Socialist Party and the right- 
wing Lebanese Forces, the Christ- 
ians’ maun militia. 

Shi'iie Moslem hardliners and 
Christian factions, who were not 
involved in negotiating the accord, 
have also voiced reservations .

Historic photographic show 
opens at Technodea in Haifa

HAIFA. - An exhibition of historic 
scientific photographs - being shown 
for the first time outside Britain - 
opened this week at the Technodea 
National Museum of Science and 
Technology here.

Wide gap still prevents narrow Labour coalition 


TEL AVIV. - It is still premature to 
speak about Labour being able to set 
up a narrow coalition from which the 
Ukud would be excluded, reliable 
Labour sources told The Jerusalem 
Post yesterday. They were reacting 
to indications in recent days by Ener- 
gy Minister Moshe Shahal that the 
religious parties are now ready to 
join Labour in an alternative coali- 
tion. 

The sources admitted that the reli- 
gious parties are now more amen- 
able to a deal with Labour, but that 
such a deal is still not in the offing 
and ihat it depends on certain cir- 
cumstances. especially the Likud 
bolting the national unity coalition 
of its own initiative. It is not believed 
likely that the Likud would thus play 
into Labour's hands. 

What were once clandestine con- 
tacts with the religious parties are 
now freely admitted to in Labour. 
Shahal especially has been saying for 


a few weeks that he finds that the 
religious panics are now ready to go 
along with Labour. 

More cautious sources in Labour 
explain that while this is indeed so. 
especially in the case of Shas and 
segments of Agudal Yisrael. thes£ 
panics have stressed that they will 
not cease their alliance with the 
Likud so long 3S the Likud remains 
in the coalition. However, they have 
made it clear in recent contacts with 
Labour that should the Likud bring 
down the government, they will not 
feel bound to follow the Likud into 
opposition. 

These panies in fact will not side 
with whichever large party brings 
down the government. None of the 
religious parties is interested in early 
elections at this juncture. The elec- 
toral outlook is not promising for 
any of these panies. and their finan- 
cial resources are not such that 
would encourage them to help break 


Murder suspect declared mentally unfit 


HAIFA (Itim). - Murder charges 
have been dropped against a 27-year- 
old man accused of stabbing 
his father to death last July. The 
district court found that the man is 
mentally imeompetent to stand trial. 
Tbe court ordered him held in a 
mental hospital until further notice. 

Sunday’s proceedings brought 
to a close a dispute between the 
prosecution and the defence over 
whether the man - who had told the 
court that there were "two souls" 


struggling for possession of his body 
- was mentally fit to stand trial. The 
original psychiatric examination 
ruled that he could stand trial, but 
the defence introduced contradic- 
tory evidence from other donors. 

When a re-examination ordered 
by the court turned up evidence that 
the suspects was "cut off from reality 
and felt himself pursued by spirits." 
the prosecution dropped the 
charges. 


Wedding-day feast fouled-up by gas failure 


PETAH TKVA. - When Avner 
Ra'anan's first-born sou got married 
bis father decided to provide a 
home-cooked feast to mark the occa- 
sion. 

Ra'anan bought 20 kilos of meat, 
10 kilos of fish and eight kilos of rice 
to feed around 50 guests. He turned 

on the cooker and nothing. 

There was not a whiff of gas, be told 
Petah Tikva Magistrate's Court 
yesterday. 

As the guests turned up Ra’anan 
was forced to send out for ready- 


cooked food, he said, claiming 

15600.000 compensation from Su- 
pergas. 

A representative for the company- 
said the gas failure occurred because 
of a fault in the gas-supply system in 
Ra'anan's borne. The claim against 
the company was exaggerated, he 
asserted. 

Supergas and Ra'anan eventually 
agreed, with the Court's assent on a 
payment by the company of 

15200.000 for the extra expenses and 
the embarrassment cause by the gas 
cut. 


Deserter remanded as suspect in attempted theft 


HAIFA (Itim). - An army deserter 
who is suspected of trying to rob a 
post office was remanded yesterday 
by the magistrate's court here. 

Moshe Ben-Meir Levi, 20, of Tel 
Hanan, is suspected of trying to rob 
the Nesber post office of some IS62 
million in old-age pensions last 
week. A security .guard wrestled 
with a young assailant and drove him 
off by firing into the air. 

A police representative said that 
soon after the incident, police and 
army investigators together sus- 
pected Levy and believed he might 
try to evade arrest by police by 
turning himself over to army author- 
ities, who were conducting a drive to 


induce deserters to turn themselves 


in. 


This is what he did on Sunday, 
when military police handed him 
over to Haifa police. 

Levi was remanded for ten days. 


Infant abandoned 


TIBERIAS. - A two-month-old in- 
fant was abandoned by his parents 
here last week. 

Daniel Asulin, an official of the 
Yad L' ahim anti-missionary orga- 
nization, said the parents from EUat 
told him they were penniless and 
asked him to arrange housing for 
them and tbe infant at a local youth 
hostel. 

He said the hostel manager later 
reported that the baby had been 
abandoned. 


Disabled man robbed in 
dispute with prostitute 

HAIFA (Itim). - A disabled man 
complained to police here yesterday 
that he had been robbed of IS40.COO 
after a dispute with a prostitute. 

The man. 24, said that during an 
argument over the woman's fee, her 
pimp suddenly appeared and robbed 
him of the money at knifepoint. 

Police began a search for the 
prostitute and the pimp.

BAT YAM (Itim). - The decompos- 
ing body of an unidentified man was 
found on Sunday morning in the 
basement of the' Abarbanel mental 
hospital here.

U.S., Dutch initial missile draft treaty

THE HAGUE. - Dutch and U.S. 
officials yesterday initialled a draft 
treaty governing deployment of 
cruise missiles in the Netherlands, 
while questions remained over 
Soviet initiatives to set up bilateral 
calks on the issue. 

On Friday, the Dutch government 
decided in favour of deploying the 
controversial missiles, after six years 
of delay caused by strong grassroots 
and parliamentary opposition to 
having them on Dutch soil. 

Parliamentary debate is to begin 
□ext week on the decision. Premier 
Ruud Lubbers's centre-right coali- 
tion is expected to prevail, with its 
eight-seat majority in the 150-seat 
lawmaking body. 

A vote against the decision could 
precipitate the fall of the govern- 
ment. which faces a fight next May in 
national elections, where the mis- 
siles are expected to figure promin- 
ently. 

Paul Bremer, the U.S. ambassa- 
dor to the Netherlands, initialled his 
copy of the draft treaty at the U.S. 
Embassy, said a Dutch Foreign 
Ministry spokesman. 

S. African 
paper defies 
political ban 

JOHANNESBURG (Reuter). - A 
leading South African newspaper 
yesterday defied the law by pub- 
lishing an interview with a ban- 
ned guerrilla leader as state- 
controlled radio defended sweep- 
ing curbs on foreign media cover- 
age of township rioting. 

The Cape Times carried an 
interview with African National 
Congress (ANC) leader Oliver 
Tam bo. who under South Afri- 
ca's unique system of banning 
political opponents cannot be 
quoted legally in the country. 

The newspaper said the inter- 
view, conducted in London, was 
published “as a contribution to 
peaceful solutions in South Africa 
in a matter of overwhelming pub- 
lic importance.” 

State-controlled Radio South 
Africa meanwhile added to a flur- 
ry of attacks on the foreign media 
by accusing television networks of 
helping to undermine peace. 

“Foreign television stations ! 
have been guilty of gross distor- 
tions of the real South Africa, 1 ' it 
said in a commentary reflecting 
government thinking. 

On Saturday Pretoria banned 
television crews and photo- 
graphers from covering rioting in 
areas under emergency rule un- 
less they' have police permission. 

The Cape Times artide was the 
first substantial interview with 
Tam bo published in South Africa 
since the ANC was banned a 
quarter of a century ago. 

A spokesman for Law and 
Order Minister Louis Le Grange 
said it was too early to say if the 
newspaper would be prosecuted. 
The offence carries a jail term of 
up to three years. 

Tam bo was quoted as urging 
Pretoria to create a climate for 
talks with the ANC, which has 
pledged to overthrow white rule 
in South Africa by force. 

“There is always a possibility 
of a truce.. .it would be very, very 
easy if. for example, we started 
negotiations,” be said. 


Deal denied in Greenpeace sabotage trial g)fo)(o 


Foreign Minister Hans van den 
Brock initialled the document at the 
ministry, the spokesman said, 
adding that the draft treaty would be 
sent to parliament later in the day. 

Under Dutch legislative proce- 
dure. parliament submits the draft 
treaty' to the council of state, an 
advisory body reviewing the legal 
and constitutional aspects of all new 
legislation. 

Following the pro-missile deri- 
sion, a controversy continued over 
attempts by the Soviet Union to 
influence the cruise missile issue via 
bilateral contacts with the Dutch 
government. 

Anatoly Blatov. Soviet ambassa- 
dor to the Netherlands, said in a 
Saturday television interview that 
Lubbers is still welcome to discuss 
the cruise missile issue with the 
Soviet leadership, without any pre- 
conditions. 

Lubbers said he received an in- 
vitation delivered last week by 
Soviet Premier Nikolai Ryzhkov 
that indicated a Dutch visit to Mos- 
cow only would be possible if Fri- 


day’s decision were to be postponed. 

In the interview, Blatov claimed 
the invitation had been “misinter- 
preted" and that a Lubbers trip to 
the Soviet Union is still possible. 

Blatov's conciliatory remarks 
were in sharp contrast with those of 
Georgi Arbatov, director of the 
Soviet Union's American-Canadian 
Institute. 

In a Saturday interview with 
Dutch television. Arbatov said the 
Dutch derision to deploy “may be a 
fatal mistake." 

“It makes the Netherlands some 
kind of nuclear power,” Arbatov 
said, adding that the acceptance of 
the missiles would have a negative 
effect on the summit later this month 
in Geneva between Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev and U.S. Presi- 
dent Reagan. 

In Brussels, Nato Secretary- 
General Lord Carrington applauded 
the Dutch government's derision to 
accept 4$ U.S. cruise missiles but 
warned that a reduction of other 
Dutch nuclear tasks would require 
allied consultation. (Reuter, AP) 


Craxi says hijacking handled 
‘correctly and efficiently’ 


ROME (Reuter). - Prime Minister 
Bettino Craxi yesterday asked par- 
liament to confirm .his government 
coalition in office saying it had hand- 
led the hijacking of the Achilie 
Lauro liner “correctly and efficient- 
ly*\ * 

In a 75-minute speech Craxi also 
described U.S.-Italian ties as un- 
shakeable and defended the inclu- 
sion of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization in the search for peace 
in the Middle East. 

Both houses of parliament are 
expected to vote confidence later 
this week in the five-party coalition, 
which fell apart when the Republi- 
can Party withdrew its support over 
the Achilie Lauro affair last month. 

The coalition has since patched up 
its differences and Craxi told the 
Chamber of Deputies (lower house) 
all five parties now agree the govern- 
ment acted '‘correctly and efficient- 
ly" and helped to secure the release 
of the liner's passengers and crew. 

Craxi said U.S.-Italian ties were 
too strong to be shaken by misunder- 
standings over the affair and attack- 
ed what he called the “indecent 
verbosity" of news reports suggest- 
ing a rift between Italy and its Nato 
allies. 

But he said there must be no 
repetition of the “incidents at 
Sigonella,” the Sicilian base where 


U.S. troops unsuccessfully tried to 
detain an Egyptian plane carrying 
the alleged hijackers which Amer- 
ican warplanes had forced down. 

Four Palestinians who were 
aboard the plane are now in Italian 
custody charged with the hijacking 
and the killing of a 69-year-old 
American passenger. 

Craxi, however, firmly rejected 
Italian press reports reflecting anti- 
American sentiment. 

He said that he and President 
Reagan had discussed the hijacking 
and agreed that lack of information 
had led to “certain precipitate reac- 
tion: the U.S. was not in possession 
of certain facts and for this reason 
arrived at different assessments." 

U.S.-Italian ties were shaken 
when Rome allowed PLO member 
Mohammed Abu Abbas to leave the 
country. Accused by Washington of 
masterminding the three-day hijack- 
ing, he had also been on board the 
Egyptian plane. 

The Republican Party withdrew’ 
from the coalition complaining ab- 
out a lack of consultation . particular- 
ly over Abbas's release. 

Craxi reaffirmed Italy's view- that 
the PLO is an indispensable element 
in the search for a peaceful Middle 
East solution “on condition that it 
renounces the use of violence." 


Alfonsin wins more support 
in mid-term Argentine poll 


BUENOS AIRES (Reuter). - 
Argentine President Raul Alfonsin 
has won broad support for his poli- 
cies. including an economic austerity 
plan, in mid-term elections that will 
increase his Radical Party's congres- 
sional majority, party leaders said. 

Marcelo Stubrin. the party’s lead- 
ing candidate in the capital, said the 
Radicals won Sunday's polls because 
they are the "only revolutionary, 
popular and national alternative.” 

With 69 per cent of the vote 
counted early yesterday, the radicals 
had won 44 per cent against 25 per 
cent taken by the different factions 
of the main opposition party, the 
Peronists. 

Interior Minister Antonio Trocco- 


li predicted the results would in- 
crease the party's majority in the 
254-member House of Deputies 
from one to six seats. Half of the 
body was being renewed in the poll. 

The elections were held under a 
state of siege declared one week ago 
to counter a wave of bombings and 
threats, believed related to the 
approaching verdicts in a human- 
rights trial against nine former milit- 
ary leaders, politicians said.

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AUCKLAND (Renter). - Two French secret agents 
pleaded guilty to blowing up the anti-nuclear protest ship 
Rainbow Warrior at the start of their trial yesterday, 
prompting Wellington to deny it had made a deal with 
Paris. 

Their surprise admission in a tightly guarded court- 
room packed with foreign reporters came just 30 
minutes into their trial over the sinking of the Green- 
peace group's flagship. 

DGSE secret service officers Capt. Dominique Prieur. 
36. and Maj. Alain Mafart. 35, pleaded guilty to 
manslaughter and sabotage charges before any evidence 
had been heard. They were remanded in custody for 
sentencing on November 22. 

Police had dropped a charge of murdering a crewman 
and substituted manslaughter, but Prime Minister David 
Lange, who had earlier called the sabotage “a sordid act 
of state-backed terrorism.” said any suggestion of a deal 
was untrue. 

“They (the agents) are not for sale,” he told reporters. 
“This is a process of law, not some sordid ha ggling , 
selling prisoners." 

The Rainbow Warrior, a converted trawler, was sunk 


at its mooring in Auckland harbour on July 10. It was to 
have led a protest fleet in an attempt to stop France 
exploding nuclear devices at its Mururoa atoll test site in 
the South Pacific. 

Lange said the pleas and sentences would not alter a 
compensation claim lodged by New Zealand after France 
was forced by press disclosures to admit the DGSB bad 
been ordered to sabotage the ship. 

Greenpeace chairman David McTaggart said the out- 
come was not tiie justice which French President Fran- 
cois Mitterrand had urged and added: “Mitterrand, 
Hemo and Lacoste should all have been in the dock 
today.” 

. French Defence Minister Charles Hernu resigned and 
DGSE commander Pierre Lacoste was sacked over the 
sabotage of the Rainbow Warrior, which badly strained 
Paris-New Zealand ties. 

In Paris, a government spokeswoman -described the 
dropping of murder charges against the two secret agents : 
as a “just decision because there was effectively not a ] 
murder. We have to wait until the verdict on November 
22 .” 


Marcos, pressed by U.S., calls snap poll 


MANILA. - President Ferdinand 
Marcos, battling a Communist rebel- 
lion and growing political unrest, 
called presidential elections in the 
Philippines on January 17. 

The poll, apparently responding 
to U.S. pressure, will be the first real 
test of his popularity since 1969. 

A palace statement said Marcos 
told 50.000 cheering supporters in 
Tarlac. home town of murdered 
opposition leader Benigno Aquino, 
the election would “erase doubts 
regarding the popularity of my admi- 
nistration." 

He said he would stand alone, 
without a vice-presidential contest, 

Soviet soldier 
quits U.S. embassy 

WASHINGTON (AP). -The Soviet . 
soldier, who sought refuge in the 
U.S. embassy in Afghanistan has left 
the embassy, an official at the State 
Department said yesterday. 

The official, who asked not to be 
identified, said the soldier left the 
Kabul embassy yesterday after 
meeting with Soviet and American 
officials. 

Earlier, State Department offi- 
cials said the soldier met with the 
Soviet ambassador, and then asked' 
for rime “to think about his op- 
tions." 

U.S. diplomats in Islamabad said 
the staff of the Kabul embassy had 
stayed inside after an American was 
mistreated by Soviet and Afghan 
troops who ringed the compound 
after the Soviet soldier entered Fri- 
day. 

According to U.S. officials, the 
soldier, identified only as a 19-year 
private, had been on guard duty at 
Radio Kabul near the U.S.'embassy 
when he entered the compound. 

Hussein leaves for 
Luxembourg, France 

AMMAN ( AP). - King Hussein left 
yesterday on a trip to Luxembourg 
and France for discussions certain to 
centre on his efforts to achieve nego- 
tiations with Israel. 

Hussein left at midday for Luxem- 
bourg. accompanied by his Royal 
Court chief. Marwan Qasem, and 
Foreign MinisterTaherel-Masri, the 
palace spokesman’s office reported. 

Luxembourg currently holds the 
presidency of the European Com- 
munity. whose support Hussein has 
sought. France, the second stop on 
the king's trip, said recently it was 
reassessing its view of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization's role in 
efforts to resolve the Middle East 
conflict.

In eve-of-congress workshops, which were closed to 
the public, some of the best known and more respected 
researchers into sexual disorders and their treatment set 
out to emphasize the scientific basis of their work, 
conference delegates said. 

Congress president Prakash Kothari, a leading Indian 


sex therapist, told a lunch reception: “It is imperative 
that the public does not fall prey to charlatans, quacks 
and vendors of so-called sex tonics. 

“Tbe qualified sex therapist knows for sure, from 
experience, that there is no such thing as a sure-fire 
aphrodisiac,” he added, after accepting an award for his 
work from the International Council of Sex Education, 
and Parenthood. 

Participants include American sex therapist She re 
Hite, famed for her work on women’s sexual rights, and 
academic John Bancroft from Britain. 

Among papers to be presented is one on the modern 
relevance of the Indian classic on sexual relations, the 
Kama Sutra, which was written 1,600 years ago.

Soccer team

TEL AVIV. - The lack of commit- 
ment and motivation on the part of 
players in Israel's national team in 
the recent World Cup matches was 
the main thane of reports presented 
by the team coach and managers to 
the Israel Football Association last 
night. 

Tour leaders Menahem Ariav and 
Zvi Weitzner recommended a clean 
sweep of the coaches and managers. 
Coach Yosef Miri mo witch reported 
that there was a noticeable lack of 
commitment among the players 
from as far back as when they were in 
tr aining camp in Germany in Au- 
gust. 

' About the defeats by Australia 
and New Zealand, he said that some 
players had been guilty of “a series 
of elementary mistakes, the likes of 
which I have never seen on the part 
of international players.” 

He did not tender his resignation, 
and is preparing the national squad 
for next Sunday's return match 
against New Zealand. He said that 
he would not make sweeping 
changes in his team, but that Motti 
Iwanir, Eyal Begleibter and 
Ephraim Arbiv were candidates. He 
is still retaining Arye Haviv or Bon- 
nie Ginsburg as goalkeeper, despite 
his severe criticisms of them earlier. 

' The managers said that the lack of 
motivation during the tour of the 
southern hemisphere .was “a serious 
problem”. They recommended spe- 
cifically that disciplinary action 
should be taken against Eli Ohana 
for his obscene gesture to the Mel- 
bourne crowd. Ohana is banned by 
Fifafrora playing in the second game 
against New Zealand. 

Vice-chairman Azrikam Mil- 
chan’s reaction to the report was that 
it was neither explicit enough nor 
strong enough. “Within one month 
the IFA must nuke some dear-cut 
derisions,” he said. “We have to 
make sweeping changes. There’s no 
time to lose.”

And that is that, until the film is 
developed. 

Benjamin continues: "Applying 
high voltage to the specimen causes 
the disruption of its constituents in a 
radial pattern, a pattern that is deter- 
mined by each specimen's unique, 
inherent characteristics. " 

The result is colour - a range of 
colours produced by the differences 
in the voltage that "each pan of the 
specimen can conduct. It is this col- 
oured pattern which is photo- 
graphed. 

Diagnosis simply involves “read- 
ing" the resulting photographs. 
"Preliminary work suggests that the 
pattern for a “normal." tumour- 
free, human is characterized by a 
central halo with thin, discrete sur- 
rounding rays. 

“A pathological ‘abnormal’ pat- 
tern. by contrast, lacks the central 
halo and the rays are blunted." 

Benjamin notes that in “several 
patients an abnormal pattern 
changed to a normal one after treat- 
ment in which a malignancy was 
removed." 

He stresses that the hospital has 
given him tremendous support with 
his research, and also appreciates 
the assistance given to him by the 
U.S. Navy. Having seen Benjamin 
explain his research on a U.S. televi- 
sion programme, the LLS. Naval 
Medical Research Centre in San 
Diego - with 6,000 patients com- 
pared to Onhapaedic’ss 200 beds - 
approached him and offered to send

1930s. Benjamin studied photogra- 
phy - commercial, photo- journal ism. 
scientific and medical - before being 
granted an associateship by the 
Royal Photographic Society in 1*139. 
He worked as chief photographer at 
London's Queen Mary's Hospital 
for five years, joining Orthopaedic 
after a spell as a freelance medical 
photographer and a stint at another 
Los Angeles hospital. Rancho Los 
Amigos. 

His wife Selma and he have two 
daughters - one a headmistress, the 
other a social worker. 

In his “spare” time, such as there 

is, Benjamin teaches photography 
privately, goes to acting classes and 
paints -complex, disturbing canvas- 
ses on the whole, but full of vibrant 
colour.

By the last point. 1 do not mean 
that one must keep some savage 
beast for protection, but since the 
elderly who are alone are more likely 
to be preyed upon by intruders a 
dog, any dog, is an asset. In the end 
criminals are not heroes but a rather 
cowardly lot, and even if the dog is a 
Pekingese . if it sets up a clamour that 
is likely to rouse the neighbourhood, 
then the burglar would prefer to be 
someplace else. The number of 
would-be burglars that have been 
frightened away by the yapping of a 
small dog would be hard to count. 

Naturally, keeping a dog id one's 
senior years is different from keep- 
ing one ia youth and deserves con- 
sideration. The following points 
might well be taken into account: 

First of all. if you possibly can, get 
a pup that is already house clean and 
walks on a leash. The best place for 
this is to consult the free ads in your 
local paper, where pets that must be 
given away are advertised. Many 
people who leave the country have 
lovely dogs that need a new home, 
and someone else has already done 
the hardest part of the training. 
Another good place for advice and 
for acquiring an already trained dog 
is through your local SPCA animal 
shelter. Here, incidentally, a good 
many of the most active officers are 
by no means youngsters and will 
understand exactly what youur prob- 
lems are. 

DOGS COME in all sizes, and 
there’s a lot to be said for every 
gradation. In general larger breeds 
are quieter as they grow up, while 
most small breeds remain frisky. It is 
more a matter of temperament on 
the part of the owner than of actual 
size once the dog is properly trained. 
Of course , t I well remember one 
highly respected professional 
woman in Jerusalem who insisted in 
her 70s on keeping Great Danes, and 
one of them quite literally towed 
her. face down, across the entire 
tarmac at Atarot airport. This sort of 
exaggeration should be avoided, and 
I confess that with every added year I 
less and less fancy myself on the 
operator's end of a leash holding an 
Irish Wolfhound, which was once my 
private dream. In addition to other 


these classes are neld. ask your pet 
shop dealer, your vet or the local 
SPCA. They will surely know. 

If possible, choose a veterinary 
surgeon who is within walking dis- 
tance of vour house. Nothing causes 
more aggravation than trying to get a 
dog to the vet by public transport. If 
you are a regular client, and either 
you or the dog cannot walk over, 
then a nearby vet will be more likely 
to make a house call. 

Do take advantage of the gifts of 
modem science to make your life 
easier. Tick and flea collars elimin- 
ate the parasite problem without 
dusting and bathing all the time. 
Bitches may be injected to prevent 
estrus with its attendant nuisance, 
and if you get your bitch from the 
SPCA, she will be spayed in adv- 
ance. 

Back to breeds. The quieter 
breeds of larger dogs are Irish set- 
ters. labradors, retrievers, boxers 
and German shepherds or Canaan 
dogs, once they finally grow up. The 
smaller breeds are so many, it is hard 
to list but do avoid rhe delicate 
miniature pinschers or other nervous 
infants. Poodles, terriers, spaniels 
and pulis are excellent dogs for the 
home. 

Be sure and set a routine for 
walking the dog when you are at 
your best. If you are a morning 
person, then make the long walk of 
the day at that time. If you like quiet 
mornings at home, then let a quick 
toilet outing suffice and take your 
walks in the latter part of the "day. 
You set the rules here, and the dog 
will easily comply to a routine sche- 
dule. 

Give yourself time to pick the 
right dog. Visit the shelter . read the 
ads. talk to older people you meet in 
the park or along the streets of your 
neighbourhood who are out walking 
their dogs. They will help you. and 
you might meet some nice people 
this way. 

Don't let anyone tell you that you 
are too old to keep a dog as long as 
you feel that you are capable of 
handling the situation. You know 
your capabilities far better than they 
do. Get a dog and enjoy it. After all. 
dogs rarely live more than 12 years 
or so, and you can decide if you want 
another one when this one is old.

are plans to appeal directly to the 
public through newspaper articles 
and television programmes on the 
virtues of leisure. 

According to ministry statistics 
just under half of Japan's corpora- 
tions of 1. 000 employees or‘more 
gave workers two-day weekends in 
1983, only 3.2% of companies em- 
ploying fewer than 100 people 
adopted the same system . 

A committee.is also studying a law 
to make 45 hours, rather than the 
current 4S. the maximum work week 
and raise minimum paid vacation 
days to 10 from six. But committee 
head Junichi Okazaki cautioned 
against high expectations for 
change. 

“Many believe this is a matter to 
be worked out between managers 
and workers, and question what can 
be done by a law." he said. 

The country's largest labour fed- 
eration. Sohyo. adopted a “quality 
of life" theme in its spring wage 
negotiations this year, citing the 
need for stronger family ties, but 
Akira Shimizu, chief of Sohyo’s 
labour policy department, said “not 
everyone is unionized, particularly 
the small figns. so a law is needed.'' 

One problem is that workers tend 
not Jo use their allotted vacation 
time. Older workers worry that their 
absence will put a burden on others, 
while younger employees seeking to 
move up the corporate ladder want 
to show dedication to the job by 
shunning vacations. 

Overall, workers were given 14.8 
days paid vacation in 1983. On the 
average, they took only S.S. Some 
companies shut down factories for a 
week during the summer, giving em- 
ployees no choice but to rest.

$90m. loan to farmers ‘insufficient’

TEL AVIV. - The co-chairman of 
the.c World Zionist Organization's 
Settlement Department. Nissim Zvi- 
ILcbaintained yesterday that the 
Joan&fonnere are expecting follow- 
ing.

- The S90 million to be loaned by 
banks with a partial government 
guarantee, are only “a first step" in 
the 1 right ■ direction, he said. Zvili 
argued that these measures are in- 
sufficient to help the more than 80' 
moshavim most in trouble.

They face serious economic, social 
and organizational problems and 
any measures which do not tackle 


those basic problems will solve no- 
thing, he said. 

Earlier, Yuval Yedidia, a repre- 
sentative of the Jordan Valley settle- 
ments in the moshavim's purchasing 
organization, said some settlements 
require new ways of earning money 
to survive. Hamra. for example, 
owed $3.5m. last June, but its pre- 
sent means of production produce an 
annual income of only Sl.lm. A 
resident in Hamra said some settlers 
have quit farming and some are 
jobless. 

Zvili said he is preparing a de- 
tailed programme for helping the 80 
moshavim in serious trouble and 
expects to present u to the govern- 
ment next week. A joint committee 
for the government and the Jewish 
Agency should take charge of help- 
ing the settlements, he added.

Lear Siegler Inc. and Rock- 
well International, claiming that a 
cockpit instrument called the atti- 
tude director indicator malfunc- 
tioned and gave faulty readings of 
the Air India jet's roll and pitch.

of the projects, the official said. 

Atomic Energy of Canada LuJ. 
has been awarded a letter of intent to 
build Turkey’s first nuclear power 
station under this formula and has 
until the end of this month to raise 
the necessary one billion U.S. dol- 
lars in financing. 

In addition, the State Planning 
Organization is finalizing »u!ks with 
contractors on three conventional 
power stations, all to be built on the 
coast using imported coal, for which 
external financing will have tc* meet 
75-SQ% of the S3.5H.-$4b. costs. 


Drive to expand Arab vocational training 


Jerusalem Pori Reporter 
HAIFA. - A drive to raise funds 
from Israeli Arabs to expand voca- 
tional training in the Arab sector and 
provide jobs for Arab engineering 
graduates has been launched here by 
a public committee of Arabs. 

The Fund for the Development of 
Vocational-Technological Educa- 
tion in the Arab Sector will hold its 
first fund-raising convention in 
Nazareth on November 18. Educa- 
tion Minister Yitzhak Navon and 
Minister without Portfolio Ezer 
Weizman are expected to attend. 

Currently 20 schools provide 
vocational training for Arab high 
school pupils. But only 20 per cent of 
Arab pupils aged 1 5 and o\ er receive 
such training compared with oft per 
cent in the Jewish sector, according 
to fund chairman Ibrahim Odeh. 
Odeh is ministry supervisor of tech- 
nological education for the Arab 
sector. 

He noted that while Jewish gradu- 
ates of vocational schools had no 
problem finding jobs. Arab gradu- 
ates found it difficult as most hish- 
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tech industries handle defence estab- 
lishment contracts and refrain from 
engaging Arab engineers for security 
reasons. The Arabs, Odeh said, can 
solve this problem by setting up their 
own factories.

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THE CHORUS of anguish issuing from alm.ost every sector of 
the distressed, debt-ridden economy has finally gained the 
government's collective ear. 

Much of Sunday's cabinet meeting was devoted to the 
problems of just one of the trouble spots, the farm sector, and 
the decision - reached in the face of opposition by the finance 
minister. Yitzhak Moda’i - was to seek sources for emergency 
financial aid to moshavim. kibbutzim and private farmers who 
have found themselves Over their heads in debt. 

The Treasury's opposition is easy to understand. Help for 
troubled firms and industries, unless it comes from within the 
current budget framework. b> cutting allotments for other 
sectors, means expanding the budget. In practice this will mean 
printing monev. since the government is unlikely to obtain 
extra revenue at this late stage in the tax year. 

That is why the Treasury fears that the price of saving 
agriculture, or anv other threatened part of the economy, will 
be the busting of ihc budge;. Maintenance of the budget in its 
original format i. ; . for good reasons, a primary article of faith of 
the' Finance Ministry, and the greatest single achievement of 
the economic policy of stabilization put into effect last July. 

The obvious counter-argument is that no economic program- 
me is worth pursuing to the point where, even though the 
operation is crowned with success, the patient dies. For 
inflation to be conquered and the level of imports to be reduced 
bv ruining industrv and agriculture would be. to put it mildly, a 
Pyrrhic victory. Nor. certainly, can the country view with 
equanimity the social consequences of large-scale failure 
involving mass unemployment. 

I; was therefore inevitable that the government would, 
sooner or later, lend a sympathetic car to the cries of economic 
groups with their backs to the wall. Even the finance minister 
realized that, hence his attempt - vain though it was - to stave 
off demands for S90 million in a “first aid" loan to the farmers, 
by tabling a counter-proposal to authorize only half of that 
amount. 

The question is no longer- if it ever was - whether to offer aid 
but rather to whom the aid should be given, and where precisely 
the money is to come from - for it is not very likely to come from 
the banking system, with the government acting merely as 
guarantor. 

Proper answers to both these questions require from a 
government a clear notion as to where its priorities lie. Thus it 
ought to go without saying that the disbursement of aid must 
not only be free, but be seen to be free, from even a semblance 
of political preference. Yet in the Israeli context this needs to 
be spelled out. 

Furthermore, the government must ensure that aid goes only 
to those recipients who are. at bottom, economically viable and 
that will not be a permanent burden on the state budget. 
Economic viability could be encouraged by making sure that 
the price of failure is exacted from those who caused it, or at 
least failed to prevent it. and by inducing workers - even in 
cooperative societies - to have a greater stake in the manage- 
ment of their organizations. 


UNLIKE his fire-breathing Herut colleagues David Levy and 
Ariel Sharon, the vice premier and foreign minister, Yitzhak 
Shamir, has been of the opinion that Premier Shimon Peres did 
not. in his recent peace initiatives directed at Jordan, twist the 
government's basic policy guidelines to fit the Alignment's own 
programme. He too. however, proceeded from the assumption 
thar both parties are duty-bound to act ministerially within the 
guidelines, and may not impute to the government as a whole 
their distinct ideological commitments. 

In practice, it seems, the vice premier, like his party 
colleagues, is prone to interpret this basic rule of conduct by 
members of the national unity government rather liberally 
where his own political convictions are involved. 

On Sunday night Mr. Shamir delivered another of his 
customary orations on Judea and Samaria, this time at a party 
ceremony commemorating Ze'ev Jabotinsky's 105th birthdav. 
It would have come as no surprise to anyone if the Herut leader 
were on ihat occasion to pledge undying fealty again to Greater 
Erc’z Yisrael. and to serve notice on King Hussein that, so long 
as the Likud were in the present government, it would try to 
block any move to cede so much as a single square inch of 
liberated territor. to the Arabs. 

This would not have come as any surprise even to the 
Jordanian king himself: he is reported merely hoping- without, 
it may be remarked, doing nearly enough on his own to 
translate this hope into reality - that some progress may be 
made, despite the Likud's expected blocking efforts, to get a 
peace negotiation process underway before Mr. Peres hands 
the premiership over to Mr. Shamir. 

But Mr. Shamir was not content to state his party’s position 
on the “land for peace" formula. He went on to impute this 
position to the entire government, advising King Hussein, “if 
he wants peace." to abandon all thought of Israel ever moving 
out of any part of Judea and Samaria. 

This amounts to a warning that the Likud considers the 
present government to be bound by the guidelines of previous 
Likud administrations, and that, even if it is forced into 
opposition, it will prevent the “repartitioning" of Greater 
Eretz Yisrael. if necessary by extra-legal means. If that is not 
the correct interpretation of Mr. Shamir's remarks, he should 
make it clear to Mr. Peres - not less clear than Mr. Peres made 
his peace offers to Mr. Shamir.

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THE HIGH COURT of Justice has 
just derided that the Knesset Speak- 
er. or his deputies, are not empo- 
wered to prevent a member of the 
House from tabling private bills on 
the ground of their racist contents. 


The court acknowledges that the 
two bills in question are a threat to 
Israeli democracy and recall racist 
legislation enacted by the worst ene- 
mies of the Jewish people: one bill 
would limit the rights of non-Jevvish 
citizens, and the other aims to pre- 
vent sexual relations between Jews 
and non- Jews. 


In the view of the three disting- 
uished justices, any member of 
Knesset is entitled to submit bills in 
accordance with his platform, and 
the presidium of the Knesset has the 
power only to approve or disapprove 
bills on strictly technical, procedural 
grounds, and does not have the right 
to object to a bill’s socio-political 
contents. The court was careful to 
stress that it understood the pres- 
idium's motives and to dissociate 
itself from the proposals, but con- 
cluded that to uphold the Speaker's 
decision could seriously harm par- 
liamentary life. 


of the racist evil that has found its 
way into Israeli society. 

the High Court's decision will 
focus public attention upon the 
Knesset's procrastination in this 
matter. True, the Knesset has 
already passed a law that may pre- 
vent racist lists - vaguely defined - 
from running for the Knesset. A 
second bill, against racist incite- 
ment. is pending. The draft is an 
attempt to deal with manifestations 
of hostility, discrimination or vio- 
lence motivated by belonging to a 
particular race, nationality or reli- 
gion. It is conceived in mild terms, 
and was submitted by the govern- 
ment after the Knesset disregarded 
more ambitious proposals. Those 
familiar with anti-racist legislation 
will certainly find the bill insuffi- 
cient. although, if passed, it may be 
useful in the struggle against discri- 
mination and bigotry. 


In strictly legal terms, the High 
Court is probably right. In any case, 
it is the Knesset as such that should 
use its authority to put an end to this 
incredible scandal. It is the law that 
should declare chat racism is a crime: 
that racists are delinquents: and that 
racist organizations are to be ban- 
ned. The Speaker of the Knesset has 
shown a high degree of moral and 
political responsibility by repudiat- 
ing racism as he did. So have other 
national leaders, particularly the 
president of the state and the prime 
minister. But it is the law. criminal 
law in particular, that must dispose 


THERE ARE indications, unfortu- 
nately. that even the present mild 
proposal may not be converted into 
law during the current term of the 
Knesset. Considerations not related 
to the merits of the problem seem to 
be prevailing, and the prospects of 
the bill being adopted are unclear. 
The Knesset will be guilty of serious 
negligence in the discharging of its 
legislative duties if, despite the clear- 
cut statements of the nation’s leaders 
and of spokesmen of the major poli- 
tical parties, it does not immediately 
adopt a meaningful law against rac- 
ism. 

In the view of this writer the 
purposes of such a law should be: 

□ To prohibit and bring to an end 
all forms of racial discrimination and 
racism, by the State, public or pri- 
vate organizations or groups or per- 
sons; 


□ To declare an offence punish- 
able by law all dissemination of ideas 1 
based on racial superiority or hatred, 
incitement to racial discrimination 
and acts of violence or incitement to 
such acts against any race or group of 
persons on the basis of their race, 
colour, religion or ethnic origin. The 
provision of any assistance to racist 
activities, including their financing, 
should also be declared a punishable 
offence; 

□ To declare illegal and prohibit 
organizations and organized prop- 
aganda that promote or incite to 
racial discrimination or racial 
hatred, making participation in such 
organizations or activities also an 
offence punishable by law. 

The State of Israel undertook an 
international obligation to enact 
such legislation by signing and ratify- 
ing the International Convention on 
the Elimination of All Forms of 
Racial Discrimination, which was 
advocated and supported by Jewish 
organizations and official Israeli 
spokesmen. Moreover, on March 
12, 19S5, an official representative of 
the State of Israel, appearing before 
the Committee on the Elimination of 
Racial Discrimination (Cerd), the 
body in charge of monitoring the 
implementation of the convention, 
reported on the two ami-racist draft 
laws submitted by the government to 
the Knesset for adoption. He une- 
quivocally repudiated racism, in- 
cluding apartheid, and pointed out 
that Israel was the state whose peo- 
ple had suffered the most from rac- 
ism. The Israeli representative in- 
voked the authority of the attorney- 
general's statements denouncing 
racism as “a shameful phenomenon 
in sharp contradiction of the princi- 
ples of Israel and the provisions of 
the convention." 
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CONTRARY to what frequently 
happens in UN bodies, the Commit- 
tee on the Elimination of Racial 
Discrimination expressed “satisfac- 
tion" at the presence of the repre- 
sentative of Israel, which proved 
that the government was interested 
in cooperation with the committee.

The committee also considered 
that the proposed legislation pend- 
ing before the Knesset “was a posi- 
tive step and hoped that the two 
proposed laws would be approved 
soon.” It would now be a self- 
inflicted international slap in the 
face were Israel not to fulfil its 
obligations and promises. 

Only very recently, Jews marked a 
horrible date: the 50th anniversary 
of the Nurembere laws, which in-

will be marked by the Jews: the 10th 
anniversary of the shameful and de- 
spicable UN resolution equating 
Zionism with racism. The Knesset 
would do justice to the Jewish peo- 
ple if. in the shadow of such memor- 
ies, it would discharge its duties by 
passing immediately a clear-cut . firm 
ami-racist law. outlawing in Israel 
the monstrous phenomenon that hs 
inflicted so much pain on the Jewish 
people and the world.

WATER IN THE DESERT 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, - I refer to Wladimir Stru- 
minski’s article of October 10. “At 
what price?" Settling here after 1945 
meant a definite risk for Jews. Who 
could be sure what attitude Germans 
would adopt towards them? The 
courage of Jewish people to take the 
chance impressed me. but it also 
puzzled me. If I were a Jew. I don't 
think I could feel at home here now. 
as I am myself somehow uncertain 
about it. I refer to the preponderant 
German national tendencies; to Che 
half-hearted efforts at settling 
accounts with Nazism and those who 
bore its banners: to the official 
“Christian" attribute of some par- 
ties. which encourages hypocrisy 
and empties valuable concepts of 
their meaning. In short, one need 
not even be a Jew to feel uneasy 
here: it is quite enough for that to be 
a native. 

This uneasiness derives also from 
some utterances of Chancellor Kohl 
both during his visit to your country 
and after that, and of course from 
that most unfortunate Bilburg inci- 
dent. Feelings about the situation 
range from bewilderment (is it possi- 
ble?) to depression and outrage. No 
doubt Chancellor Kohl and his 
“choir boys" get applause here from 
many people. But I take comfort in 
pointing out that we are not all Kohls 
and there are also “Weizsaeckers" 


European as any rightist group, i.e. 
prone to turn anti-Semitic. This 
apparently ineradicable disease, as 
much to the shame of European 
humanitarianism as to Christianity, 
spells out once more a basic truth: 
dear Jews, don’t entrust yourselves 
to any entity except your own com- 
munity: it is still too early for that. 

Before ending, I would like to 
share my hope with you. In the 
darkest days and years, there were 
Germans who hid Jews at the risk of 
their own lives. Few and far be- 
tween. but they existed. I do hope 
that Jews living in West Germany 
will occasionally come across some- 
one whom they will discover is a true 
friend with a warm heart and a 
determination to stand by them if it 
came to it. .As I know from my 
wanderings in the Negev and Sinai, 
you can find water in the desert.
